| FLEEING FROM THE FIRE. 


GUESTS AT THE SOUTHERN AROUSED | 


TO ESCAPE FROM FLAMES. 


Early Morhing Panic at the Hotel at Wa- 
bash Avenue and Twenty-second Street 
-—The Alarm Raised by a Boarder in 
the House—Scantily Clad Men, Women, 


and Children Rush from the Building— 


Secoud Blaze in the Hostelry. 

The Southern Hotel was again visited by 
fire at an early hour this morning. Shortly 
after 2 o’clock the sleeping guests on the 
fourth floor were aroused by dense volumes 
of smoke which filled the corridors, pene- 
trated through crevices and keyhoies into 
the rooms, and spread consternation among 
the inmates of the house. : 

ln a few minutes the entire household was 
aroused, and from every room guests poured 
ip every variety of scanty attire into 
the corridors. The electric belle ‘con- 
nected with the office were immediately set 
ringing, and between the din of the bells and 
the suffocation from smoke, the panic among 
the fleeing guests was intense. Down the 
Stairs they poured, each floor adding its con- 
tingent to the throng which threatened to 
block up the narrow stairways. 

When the first patrol wagon arrived on 
the scene the tiremen had considerable diffi- 
culty forcing their way through the huddled 
crowd of shivering women and territied chil- 
dren who filled the office. Fortunately the 
alarm was spread to the Woodruff Hotel on 
the opposite side of Wabash avenue, and the 
doors of the latter hostelry were immediate- 
ly thrown open to the affrighted people from 
the Southern. 

ARRIVAL OF THE FIREMEN. 

The firemen who first arrived on the scene, 
seeing the dense volume of smoke, at once 
turned in a second alarm, doubtless impelled 
thereto by a remembrance of the danger of 
a few months ago. 7 ; 

Penetrating through the smoke-filled cor- 
ridors the firemen discovered the fire to 
be in almost exactly the same spot as that 
in which the former blaze, last June, had 
started. 

At the southwest corner of the hotel is 
a narrow stairway used by the employés of 
the hotel. Alongside is. a dummy elevator 
leading to the basement. Within a few 
feet of the elevator. shaft are stored 
the surplus barrels of paint 
varnish kept as reserved stock by a neigh- 
boring paint-shop. It is supposed that the 
origin of the fire was in this combustible ma- 
terial. The flames shot up the elevator shaft 
and burst into the interior of the hotel at the 
fourth floor. 

Half a dozen streams of water were quick- 
ly brought into action 9n the burning corner 
of the building, afid in fifteen minutes 
from the time of: the alarm being 
turned in the fire had Deen extinguished. 

STOKY OF THE CLERK. 

T. C. Peet, the night clerk of the hotel, was 
the one who gave the first alarm to the fire 
department. He was behina his desk on the 
ground floor when the bell on the annuncia- 
tor rang and indicated that a porter was 
wanted immediately in room No. 136. 

A porter had been there a few minutes be- 
fore and was now again sent up. The man 
hastened to the room occupied by C. W. Cole- 
hour and family, and found the occupants 
somewhat alarmed. 

What does that burning odor mean?“ the 
porter was asked. 

He said he would find out. He went to the 
elevator shaft in the rear of the corridor 
which Mr. Colehour’s room faces and saw a 


dense cloud of smoke ascending the Shaft. 


The smoke was increasing in volume and 
small sheets of flame could now and then be 
discerned. Without stopping to make any in- 
vestigation the porter rushed down the 
stairway. His pale face and agitated man- 
ner alarmed the night clerk. 

„Fire!“ gasped the almost breathless man. 
The word electrified the clerk. In a moment 
he had touched a spring that started a bell 
ringing in each room, and after doing this he 
touched another button which announced to 
the fire department that there wasa fire at 
the Southern Hotel. This was at 2:05. 

RAISING THE ALARM. 

No sooner had the. gongs in the various 
rooms begun to sound than the cry of 
„Fire!“ rang through the corridors of the 
hotel on all four floors. The doors of all the 
occupied rooms were hastily thrown open 
and guests rushed out, barefooted, bare- 
headea, and with few clothes on, many of 
them carrying children or pieces of wearing 
apparel. 

The alarmed inmates of the rooms made 
for the stairway, which was, luckily, a broad 
one, but still not broad enough to accommo- 
date the crush of frightened guests. Frignt- 
ened and screaming women and childrea 
were jammed together and stuggling to get 
down. 

At this point several cool-headed men 
jumped into the crowd and by their presence 
and assurances of safety averted what might 
otherwise have proven a terrible calamity. 
In this work of preventing loss of life Clerk 
Peet acted an important part. 

Through his efforts and the efforts of a 
few other cool-headed men the more excited 
guests were assured that the fire could be 
controlled, and many remained in the ro- 
tunda of the hotel. Others, doubting the 
assurances, ran out into the cold. 


HE DISCOVERED THE FIRE. 

M. J. Sheridan, with his wife, occupied 
room No. 140—the next but one adjoining the 
elevator shaft in which the fire originated. 
He was the first in the hotel to discover 
what was going on, being aroused by the 
smoke. His statement of his experience is 
as follows: 

Thad been sound asleep and about 2 
o’clock was partially aroused by a strong 
smell of smoke. I became thoroughly 


awakened in a moment and in another in- 


stant realized that the house. was on 
fire. I awakened my wife ahd 
daughter—tne latter occupying room No. 141 
—and then hastened into the hall to give the 
alarm. As I opened my door I saw the 
flames in room No. 143, and thought 
the fire had made greater headway 
than it had. Iran along the hall, knocking 
on tne doors of the different rooms, and call- 
ing out ‘Fire! Fire!’ as loud as I could. I 
kept on until I reached the passenger eleva- 
tor, and there communicated with the night 
clerk, who, I beheve, gave the alarm to 
the Fire Department. I then returned to 
my room and put on the clothing 
you see me with, first seeing that my wife 
and daughter had succeeded in getting safe-

Petitions were granted asking that the as- 
sessment proceedings for the Seventy-ninth 
street box drain, Forty-eighth atreet 
opening, and the ~ Forty-fifth street 
improvement be dismissed. Ordinances 
were passed for the improvement 
of Lake aveflue, from Forty-second 
to Fifty-seventh street, and for Water-pipe in 
Sixty-first street, from Cottage Grove ave- 
nue. It was decided that all proceedings 
should be continued in regard to the Wood- 
lawn street improvement cases exceptthose of 
Myrtle and Lincoln avenues. The Treasurer 
reported a balance of 8143, 301. 11 in the gen- 
eral funds of the village. Petitions were re- 
ceived asxing for the improvement of Evans 
avenue, Bond avenue, Yates avenue, and 
Oglesby avenue. | 

An ordinance was referred which provides 
that all passenger-trains shall not be run at 
a greater rate of speed than ten miles an 
hour and freight-trains at eight miles in the 
territory north of Seventy-ninth street and 
that portion of the village south of 
Seventy-ninth street lying east of Stony 
Island avenue and Lake Calumet and north 
of One hundred and Sixth street.

PRESIDENT LINCOLN’S ASSOCIATE. 

When Mr. Kasson finished a masterly ad- 
dress of an hour and a haif’s duration he had

MAYOR ROCHE’S TRIBUTE. 

Mayor Roche, in introducing the orator of 
the occasion, the Hon. John A. Kasson of 
lowa, said: “We are assembied here to 
commemorate the eightieth anniversary of 
the birth of the most illustrious states- 
man, patriot, and t of 
modern times. The 0 great 
men beyond State and 
national boundaries through all the realms 
of civilizanon until they have marked the 
une of progress’ and shaped the destiny of 
the human race and become the heritage of 
all mankind. It well becomes this city, 
where Lincoln was first named for Presi- 
dent, the commercial capital of the State 
which gave bim to his country and to 
the world, of the State which was 
the scene of his struggies and tri 
umphs, “where §e won the victory over 
obscunty and poverty and in honorabie 
rivairy with the ablest men of his time, out- 

mem all, making his fame and 
theirs immortal—it becomes us, among whom 
he begun his career that led to his great 
achievements, to mark with appropriate cere- 
monies the annualretarn of the day when 
this great central figure of the nineteenth 
century in the New World first saw the 
ght.“ 

Mr. Kasson read an address which occu- 
pied the intense attention of the audience for 
an hour and a half. The subject was: 
Character and Worth of Abraham Lincoln.“ 
He said: . 

ADDRESS OF THE DAY. 

MR. CHAIRMAN, LADIES, AND GENTLEMEN— 
The 17th day of April, 1865, the Common Council 
of the City of Sori met together under the 
shadow of a profound National sorrow to con- 


sider and give expression to the popu- 
lar sentiment upon the death of Abra- | 


ham Lincoln. On that occasion they de- 
clared that . the deceased will stand 
among the foremost of the brightest names of 
history and will be forever remembered with ad- 
miration and honor, not only by his countrymen 
but by the good and true of all countries and of 
all times.” You, gentiemen of the La Salle 
Club, still more representatives of this great 
city, have resolved to fulfill the pledge of con- 
tinual remembrance and honorable op- 
servance of the birthday of that great 
citizeh and patriot, and we may con- 
gratulate ourselves in common tnat on this 
inaugural occasion we are honored by the pres- 
ence of that distinguished man who was elected 
second only to Abraham Lincoln in 1860 to be 
Vice-President of the United States, the emi- 
nent and venerable Hannibal Hamlin of 
{Applause.] 

The time is well chosen, for this is the centen- 
nial year of that Union which Lincoln so 
grandly preserved. This place is well chosen, 
for here is the great city of the future, 
in this liberty-ioving West whence Lincoin 
sprung. Here was witnessed honorable strug- 
gie trom ignorance to knowledge., from despona- 
ency to hope, from humility to eminence. ere 
were his qualities of leadership discovered, here 
are the State and city that gave him to the Na- 
tion to preserve its life and restore its integrity. 
You have not come to the determination to intro- 
duce these festivals under the impres- 


He denounced the aggressiveness of slavery and 
its propaganda through Congress and the Su- 
preme Cou-t; he contrasted its base and inbu- 
man principle with the ennobling genius of lib- 


erty. 

During the campaigns of 1856 to 18860 he con- 
tinued his assaults upon the Democratic party 
as the principal stay of slavery. His arguments 
were transparent to the common mind, and cuar- 
ried as irresistibie force as the law of nature. 
He had an ubiding faith in the people. To 
them he made his appeal, and made it with 
ultimate success. Win their sustaining aid.“ 
he declared. even as humble as Iam, I cannot 
fail to carry theship of state safely through the 
storm.“ Nor was it in the rich and intelligent 
aione that he reposed his confidence. * No men 
living are more worthy to be trusted,” he said, 
“than those whe toil up from verty, none less 
inclined to touch aught which they have not hon- 
estly acquired.” 

HIS RELIGIOUS CONVICTIONS. 

Firmly intrenched in his breast was the fear 
of God. To a delegation of the representatives 
of religion he said: “Ihave often wished that 1 
was a more devout man than Iam. Neverthe- 
less, among the great difficulties of my Adminis- 
tration, when I aid not have any other resort I 
would place my whole reliancein God, knowing 
that all would be well and that ail woulda go 

ut. 

. Kasson spoke of the jealousies and 
dissensions among the people of the North 
and in President Lincoin’s Cabinet. No 
monarch ever had so many obstacies thrown 
in his way as Liacoln encountered every day. 
He was a miracle of patience, and carried 
this virtue to a higher degree than has been 
ecorded of any ruler in history. His judg- 
ment was impartiality itself. Not a single 
instance of cruelty was added by him to the 
stern experience of the times. On the con- 
trary, many acts of mercy softenedthe cruel- 
ties of the war. 

Said Mr. Kasson: 

He was far from the feeling of revenge. He 
addressed his countrymen not with incitement 
to revenge but in these words, which are still 
treasured in their hearts: Let us here highly 
resolve thatthe dead shall not have died in Vain, 
that the Nation shall in their God have a new 
birth of freedom, and that the Government of 
the people, by the peopie, and for the people 
shall not perish from the earth.” 

COMPARED TO NAPOLEON, 

Compare this to the sentiments of Napoleon 
and you will see the difference between the 
grandeur of patriotic soul and the vanity of 

rsoual ambition. One of the most valuable 
egacies left by Lincoln was this noble magnan- 
imity in times of violence. He did not believe in 
that principle of politics which survives at the 
1 Gay thatthe end justifies the means. 

hen he was assured that he could get two deie- 
ates in the nominating convention by a prom- 

e ct a Cabinet position he returned the mes- 
sage: “I authorize no trades and will be bound 
by none,” 

With each annual festival of his birth ifa 
question of publie duty be presented it may 
be best decided by an appealto this oracie for 
which you today consecrate a permanent altar 
and American temple of liberty—it may bea 
question of inherent eiten suffrage, or this 
right in the alien born, the foreigner, or tne na- 
uve ignorant, or in the criminal; it may 
be a question of the mutual. rights 
and obligations of labor and capital or a great 
Nation against simple islanders in the Pacific 
Oceao—these and all other public questions are 
best decided by his method of referring them to 
fundamental principles of right and wrong and 


| by a vigorous effort for the establishment of the 


right first by the force of an enlightened pybiic 
opinion, and next, if necessary, by the force of 
the sword drawn in aid of justice and the right. 
Mr. Kasson characterized the peculiar 
force of Mr. Lincoln’s eloquenoe, not shaped 
on classical models nor often embellished 
with quotations, but always full of force and 
conviction. The speaker quoted many of the 
expressions of sorrow and sympathy that 
were sent at Lincoln’s death from every na- 
tion in the world, showering eulogies on him 
in greater number and elevating him higher 
than any monarch of ancient or modern 


times, 
LINCOLN’S POWER. 

He continued: 

Few monarchs, if any, within the bounds of 
modern civilization bave exercised a greater 
power over the fate of men and of government 
than that possessed by this American President 
during our gigantic war. None have used it so 
divinely, with so much conciliation opposed to 
so much obstinacy, with so much patience 
against so much violence, with so much 
clemeney in face of so much cruelty, 
or with 80 magnanimous 8 purpose 
for the freedom and elevation of man while con- 
fronted by brute ferce applied for the en- 
slavement of man. None have encountered 
equal treason with a patriotism so unselfish, If 
ali that priests have chanted and poets have 
sung from the -Deginning of time until now 
of the beauty of temperance and mercy en- 
throned at the side of power is not the 
vanity of an idle fancy, then is Lin- 
coln worthy to be celebrated in sermon and 
in song through all the — ages. With the 
lapse of time there may come for our Republic a 
period of decline and fall, Future orators and 

atriots shall then appeal to Lincoln’s recorded 
aith in God and in the people to inspire the ais- 
heartened with hope, the faithless with trust, 
and humanity itself with the undying resolution 
that the 1 which Washington founded 
and which Lincoln rescued and made free shall 
be perpetuated in honor and dignity and in the 
glory of constitutional liberty.

Referring to the compromises with siavery 
the speaker likened them to “ dragons’ teeth, 
of which, though long in sprouting, the crop 
is sure.“ Lincoin’s speech at Cooper Insti- 
tute he said was the most marvelous, mas- 
terly political argument ever uttered in this 
country.“ Dr. Gladden's eulogy of the 
martyred President was throughout an lo- 
quent tribute to his splendid qualities as a 


statesman and his worth asa man, such a 


tribute as no man who recalls those troublous 
times can hear without a thrill of admiration 
for the calm, self-sacrificing grandeur of 
that marvelously-gifted: yet unassyming 
man, whose power of gaining,and keeping 
the confidence of the people oft this country 
arose from the fact that they felt that he 
was from first to last one with themselves.

ELECTION LAW AMENDMENTS. 


Fall Text of a Substitate Bill Recom- 
mended by the Committee. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 12.—Mr. Hayes of 
the Committee on Elections yesterday made 
a long report on the subject of the bill intro- 
duced by Mr. Converse, providing amend- 
ments to election laws in accordance with 
the Australian election system. He said 
that the committee had carefully considered 
the measure at a series of meetings, and, 
while approving tne bill as @ principle, had 
found necessity for many amendments. 
These amendments hada taken the form of a 
new bill. which the committee reported back 
as a substitute, with the recommendation 
that it be read a rst time and ordered to a 
second reading. This was done by general 
consent. The following isa full text of the 
substitute bill, which the committee unan- 
imously recommend: 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the people of the 
noon — Illinois represented in the General As- 

That, “An actin regard to elections and to pro- 
vide for filling vacancies in elective offices,” 
approved April 3: 1872, in force July 1, 1872, be 
amended by adding additional sections thereto 
to be kno as cs. 136, 187, 188, 189, 140, 141, 
142. 143, to read as follows: 

Sec. 1386. That the officers in each county, 


town, city, aud village whose duty it is to des- 


ignate and appoint polling places therein shail 
cause the same to suitably provided with 
sufficient voting compartments at or in which 
voters may conveniently mark, or change their 
ballots, so that in so marking or changing they 
may be screened from the observation of othe 
and a guard-railshall be so constructed an 
placed that only such persons as are inside of 
said rail can approach within ten feet of the bal- 
lot boxes and of such voting compartments. The 
arrangements shall be such that neither the ballot 
boxes nor the voting compartments shall be hid- 
den from view of those just outside the said 
guard-rail. Each voting place shall have one 
voting compartment, and when the qualified 
voters entitied to vote snall number 200 then 
there shall be two voting compartments, and one 
additional vot compartment for every 200 ad- 
ditional qualified voters. There shall be within 
said guard-rail a suitable stand, upon which may 
be placed a package of each kind of tickets suit- 
able for use at that polling place. Said tickets 
shall be fastened upon said stand in such a man- 
ner as to be easily read, and each package shall 
be separate and distinct from the other. so that 
the voter can select such ballot or ballots as he 
8 not to exceed one ballot from each 
pac * The ard officer sball * upon 
each stand. in their proper place, su kages 
as may be furnished by any party intereste 
providing that no packages shall be received an 
placed by him that are irregular in their make 
up and calculated to deceive the voter. There 
shall be an opening in the guaru- rail of not more 
than four feet wide, to be centrally divided by a 
partition rail, so as to provide a separate place 
of entrance and exit, 

SEc. 187. A guard officer with police power 
shall be appointed by the judges of election, who 
shall take and subscribe to the same oath ad- 
ministered to judges and clerks of elections. 
whose duty it shall be to remain at the opening 
of said inclosure and preserve order. Every 
person desiring to vote shall give his name to the 
guard officer, and, if uested to do so, his res- 
idence, Said guard officer shall thereupon an- 
nounce the name in a loud and distinct voice 
prior to his admission within the guard rail. The 

ard officer shall not allow entrance into the 

nclosure of more than one person in excess of 
the number of voting compartments. He shall 
see that each voter enters one of the compart- 
ments before offering to vote, and that no person 
be allowed to remain within the compartment 
à longer time than two minutes if the other com- 
partments are occupied and voters are * 
to be admitted, and that no two persons shal 
be admitted into one compartment at the same 
time. Voters shall not be allowed to remain 
within the inciosure after having deposited their 
ballot. The guard.officer shall not distribute 
ballots norin any way suggest or seek to in- 
fluence voters in their choice. 

SEc. 188. It shall be the duty of every voter 
admitted within the inclosure to provide him- 
self with a ball or ballots from the stand not 
exceeding one from each package, 
to a vacant voting compartment without delay 
and to arrange his ballot, — the same in 
such @ manner as to completely conceal the 
printed and written words thereon before leav- 

the compartment. After leaving the com- 
partment he shall proceed to vote in the manner 
now prescribed by law. He shall deposit his 
ballot without undue delay, and quit said in- 
closed place as soon as he has voted. No person 
shall be allowed to distribute baliots within 100 
feet of the polling-place. 

Sr. 18¥. If any printed slip or slips having any 
name or names printed thereon, and commonly 
known as pasters,“ shall be placed on any bal- 
lot, or if any false headings shall be pasted on 
any ballot, in either case said ballot shall be 
canceled and shall not be counted, unless said 
false heading or pasters shall be printed in 


ink. 

Sec. 140. The guard officer shall recetve in full 
compensation for his services at an election thé 
sum of $3, to be paid from the same fund and at 
the same time as the other election officers. 

Sec. 141. A voter who shall allow his ballot to 
be seen, with an apparent intention of letting it 
be known how he is about to vote, or any person 
who sball interfere or attempt to interfere with 
any voter when inside said inclosed place, or 
when marking or changing his ballot, or shall 
endeavor to induce any voter before voting to 
show how he has marked his ballot, or the kind 
of a ballot he is about to vote, or shall distribute 
ballots within 100 feet of said polling-place, 
or shall remove ballots from the stand except as 
herein provided, shall be punished by a fine of 
not less than $5 nor more than $100. Election 
officers shall report any person so doing to the 
guard officer in charge, whose duty it shall be to 
see that the offender is duly prosecu 

Sc. 142. Any public officer acting under au- 
thority conferred by this act, who shall wilifully 
neglect to perform such duty, or who shall will- 
fully perform it in such a manner as to hinder 
the object of this act, shall be punished by a fine 
of not less than $5 nor more than 81. or by 
imprisonment in the County Jail not exceeding 
six months, or both, in discretion of the 


court. 

Seo. 148. All acts and parts of acts in conflict 
with the provisions of this act are hereby re- 
pealed. 


BANKING LAW AMENDMENT. 


Representative Walsh Has Prepared One 
That He Will Soon Submit. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 12.—(Special.]—

GENERAL SPRINGFIELD NEWS. 


Amendments to the Chicago Election Law 
and the Objections to Them. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 12.—[Special.]— 
There is some objection to the proposed 
amendments to the Chicago Election law be- 
cause they were suggested by Judge Pren- 
dergast and presented to the House by Mr. 
Crafts. The Republicans seem to distrust 
their purpose, and some of them wanted to 
kill them in the House Committee on Elec- 
tions this afternoon. Mr. Crafts was pres- 
ent and said the measure had been drawn by 
Judge Prendergast, and was intended to re- 
lieve traveling men, sailors, and others from 
restrictions — 2 — on them, preventing 
them because of their absence on registra- 
tion dafs from voting. The amendments 
alone affected those whose business calied 
them away from their homes, and sought, 
though in a different way, to make the Ih- 
nois law as broad as those of New York, 
where there were three registration days, 
and Onio, where there are four such days. Mr. 
Crafts instanced how Chief Justice Fuller, 
J. McGregor Adams, and others had been 
prevented from voting because of their ab- 
sence from the city on registration days. He 
also pointed out the 2 of keeping a 
record of removals, but Mr. Walsh announced 
himself as being opposed to a change unless 
good reasons were advanced. Capt. Buckley 
and others, however, thought exceptions 
should be made in favor of traveling men, 
and had the committee come toa vote it is 
thought the bill would have been reported 
back favorably.

Sev- 
eral amendments were offered on the Demo- 
eratic side, providing for twenty-five years’ 
imprisonment on a third conviction instead 
of life, and making the law include convic- 
uons in all the countries of the world in- 
stead of the United States, but as they were 
intended tb load down the bili Mr. Miller 
took the floor and made a forcible speech, in 
which he defended the measure. One by one 
the amendments were voted down and the 
bill went to third reading.

} done to arrest the decline of business. Com- 


mittees from the Board of Trade, the Com- 
mercial Exchange, and the Maritime Ex- 
change met a few days ago and arranged for 
the gathering of statistics as a preliminary to 
considering what action may be necessary to 
facilitate the revival and development of the 
commerce of the port. It may be supposed 
that such information is already on hand in 
the shape of tabulated reports made for those 
associations or preserved in their libraries. 
It is thought that one of the causes of the 
decadence lies in the fact that the imports 
of the last few years have not been large 
enough to bring vessels to carry away the 
treight that could otherwise be shipped. An 
increase in the number of craft seeking ton- 
nage would no doubt aid materially to im- 
prove the éxport business, as there is no 
lack of terminal facilities, while the port 
presents in some other respects features 
pearly or quite equal to those of New York 
and Baltimore. But this explanauon only 
changes the form of the inevitable question 
without removing the difficulty. How can 
Philadelphia increase her import business if 
her merchants do not want to buy the goods!

lantic. New Hampshire’s petty little brooks, 
the Concord and Merrimac, are more than 
offset by the lordiy Ohio and Mississippi. 
More vessels arrive and depart in one day 
from Chicago than the decaying New Hamp- 
shire ports witness in a year. Locality has 
nothing to do with the faculty of invention, 
and the best test of this is that Mpresenta- 
tive Thomas’ designs for his new craft have 
passed the critical examination of the ex- 
perts of the navy and been approved by the 
Democratic Secretary himself, The bucolic 
Senator from New Hampshire is in smail 
business when he secks to belittle the new 
terror of the schs which has been planned 
by the prairie member. 


THE MISTAKEN MAYOR OF JOLIET. 

At a meeting of a committee of seven, 
made up of members of the Joliet City Coun- 
cil and a business-men’s association, a reso- 
lution was adopted by one majority asking 
the Council to do what it could to prevent 
Chicago from sending its sewage down the 
Despiaines Valley.“ The passage of the reso- 
lution even by this meagre vote was due to 
the ballot of the Mayor and the influence of 
statements made by him the inoorrectness 
of which was unknown to some of the com- 
mitteemen. 

The chief errors of Mayor Paige were 
that “if the Drainage bili were passed Chi- 
cago would send down ten times as mach 
sewage as now; that the water at Joliet 
was at present in worse condition than in 
this city; and that ii the Drainage bill were 
passed Chicago would widen the canal only 
to the city limite and would not touch the 
stone work.” 

Now let us take up these blunders one by 
one, promising by saying that they are doubt- 
less due to the imperfect acquaintance of the 
Mayor with the legislation proposed and with 
the wishes of Chicago, who has no enmity to 
Joliet or any other valley town, but is seek- 
ing to free herself from a nuisance which 
affects her more than it can any other com- 
munity in Lilinois, and is desirous of doing it 
m such manner as shall relieve her neighbors 
from any annoyance which they may have 
suffered in the past. 

What does Mayor Paige mean when he says 
that when the Drainage bill has passed we 
shall send to Joliet ten times as much séw- 
age asnow! It simply means that he thinks 
the quality of the water will remain con- 
stant as its quantity increases. He sees 


40.000 cubic feet per minute flowing down the 


canal, and he thinks that that contains only 
a tenth of the sewage of the city, and that a 
fiow of 300,000 cubic feet would aump ten times 


of fact the quality of the water will improve 
in proportion as the quantity increases, 
Joliet gets ali the sewage of Chicago now. 
It is offensive only because it is undiluted. 
When the rains or the melting snows send a 
hundred thousand cubic feet per minute 
down the Desplaines to dilute the Chicago 
sewage it becomes inoffensive to eye or nose. 
A flood of 50.000 cubic feet removes all visible 
offensiveness. 

With the enormous ditution which Chicago 
proposes to give the waters passing down 
the canal would be so pure that neither eye, 
nor nose. nor feel, nor taste could tell that 
they were impure. Only a chemical analysis 
or the microscope could show that they were 
unfit for drinking. Naturally the water 
would look pure, for we should draw every 
minute 300,000 cubic feet from the lake, 
whence we get our own drinking water, to 
send down che valley. No one insists—not 
even the Mayor of Joliet—that we shall fur- 
nish pure drinking water to the valley peo- 
ple. Therefore when we furuish them 
water which except by the chemist cannot 
be detected from what is found in any stream 
flowing through an inhabited country we 
may Be dae oo Dare Sond Se duty by abat- 
ing the nuisance.

When the citizens of Joliet see the mis 
taxes of their Mayor and learn that the bill 
which he regards as a menace is a protec- 
won they will doubtiess, instead of throw- 
ing themselves in the path of a great public 
work, which will be of peculiar value to 
them, unte with their Cimcago brethren in 
securing its passage by the General Assem- 
bly. The Joliet people need this contem- 
plated flow of 300,000 cubic feet not merely 
for the dilution of the Chicago sewage but 
also of that of their own city, which is now 
being poured inte the Desplaines with no di- 
lution at all, and which will, as the place 
grows, become the cause of complaint on the 
part of towns lying farther down the valley. 


A NEW CONSTITUTION NOT NEEDED. 

A resolution introduced in the [Illinois 
Legislature by Andrew Jackson Lester of 
Springfield professes to enumerate in its pre- 
amble a list of reasons why this State is in 
need of a new Constitution and that a con- 
vention should be called to frame one as 
soon as possible. Inasmuch as there is a 
general impression that Illinois has one of 
the latest and best Constitutions in the 
Union it may be worth while to examine the 
alleged reasons why a new one is needed. 
Rapid increase of population is assigned as 
one. Mr. Lester says: The rapid increase 
of the agricultural population throughout 
the State as well as the number and wealth 
of our cities and the extraordinary amount 
of capital invested in railroads, manufactur- 
ing and commercial enterprises all demand 
legislation which cannot be had under the 
present Constitution.” As a matter of fact 
there is little increase in the agricuitural 
population of Illinois, but the tendency is 
toward fewer farmers and larger farms, as 
the young men aud the owners of small 
holdings sell and go West in order to get 
more land. There is no reason to expect any 
considerabie growth of the farming class in 
Iumois until the lands of the Far West are 
all taken and that outlet closed. But even if 
the farmers were increasing rapidly it is not 
clear why a change in the Constitution 
would be needed. Nor are the towns and 
cities outgrowimg the provisions made for 
them in the existing Constitution. Chicago 


having anything more than en ordinary 
growth. So far as Chicago or any other 
municipality is interested in a change of the 
Constitution, it can be made by amending an 
article, not by repealing the entire instra- 
ment and adopting a new one. 

If under the present Constitution there 
has been an extraordinary amount of cap 
ital invested in railroads, manufacturing and 
commercial enterprises,” as is true beyond 
question, the presumption must be that the 
present charter of tne State is favorabie to 
such enterprises and should not be -hastily 
ehanged. In what particular does the pres- 
ent Constitution put burdens on great enter- 
prises ot any character? Does it not provide 
every reasonable facility for the growth and 
security of corporate and other business, 
and is not its character in this respect well 
attested by the results achieved! If a Con- 
stitution is so framed that under it “an ex- 
traordinary amount of capital” is invested 
in great enterprises it would seem that it 
must favor industrial and commercial devei- 
opment. Mr. Lester does not suggest any 
specific amendment that will make the Con- 
stitution better than it is now in promoting 
investment of capital, but his unsupported 
and indefinite whereases seem to indicate 
a desire for a change for the sake of a 
change. 

The revenue system and the judicial sys- 
tem are arraigned also as defective, but no 
bill of particulars is furnished 1m either in- 
stance, The revenue system of Illinois is as 
good as any in the Union, and can be im- 
proved by a better enforcement of the exist- 
ing provisions rather than the adoption of 
new ones. The judicial system of Illinois is 
also as good as that of any other State. It 
has courts to suit the needs of different coun- 
ties, and there would seem to ve no change 
of the Constitution needed to facilitate the 
administration of justice. But if changes 
are needed in the Constitution they are few 
and simple, and can be accomplished quickly 
and inexpensively by the ordinary process of 
amend ment, instead of the costly ana delayed 
procedure of summoning a convention and 
building the charter of the State anew. 

The truth back of the demand for the de- 
struction of the present Constitution as too 
restrictive’’ is that it forbias special legisla- 
non, spécial charters, special schemes, and 
limits State and municipal indebtedness, and 
pute bounds to taxation. Men who want to 
got into the rich field. of special legislation, 
debt-making, issuing and spending bonds, 
and tax-eating think the present Constitu- 
tion “too restrictive,” and would like to get 
back to the rotien and profligate old order 
of things which it abolished. If they think 
the people demand such changes let them 
ask the Legislature to submit them in the 
form of amendments and see what the voters 
will do. Does any one suppose amend. 
ments authorizing special legislation and 
taking away ali limit to the amount 
of pubhe indebtedness or the rate of 
taxation would be adopted? Anything of 
the sort would be voted down overwhelm- 
ingly, and if a convention were held the 
great pense would go for nothing. If the 
revenue article of the Constitution is de- 
fective in Mr. Lester’s opinion let him sub- 
mit a better one as an amendment; or if he 
thinks that he can essentially improve on the 
judiciary articie let him produce his substi- 
tute before the General Assembly for its 
consideration. By means of simple amend- 
ménts to the Constitution an entire article 
may be changed at any one time, and in that 
way any needed alteration may be made 
promptly and without large expense. There 
is no need whatever for a convention and a 
general revision of the Constitution. 


A CHECK TO BOULANGERISM. 

By a narrow margin, the vote being 290 to 
266, the French Chamber of Deputies has 
adopted the separate articles of the bill sub- 
stituting the scrutin d’arronaissement meth- 
od of voting for the scrutin de liste. The 
complete bill remains to be passed upon, but 
the passage of the one involves the passage of 
the other and carries with it a vote of confi- 
dence in the Government, as M. Floquet in 
introducing the bill announced such would 
be the effect of the vote. The real test of 
confidence will probabiy be had when the 
Chamber votes upon the revision of the Con- 
stitution, a bill for which is pending.

The French people now return to the law 
of 1875, by which it was provided that each 
arrondissement or district should elect one 
mémber to the Deputies and one additional 
member for every 100,000 or fraction of that 
number of population, and by which 
also the minority have an opportunity to se- 
cure some representation. The distinction 
is probably familiar to our readers. Under 
the scrutin de liste an entiré department, of 
which there are eighty-seven in France, 
subdivided into districts, votes for candi- 
dates, as if one of our States should vote on 
a general ticket for all the Congressmen of 
that State, while under the scrutin d’arron- 
dissement an individual candidate is voted 
for by the electors of his districtalone. The 
change is a blow at Gen. Boulanger, who has 
been a candidate for every vacancy that has 
occurred in order to demonstrate his own 
popularity and to advance his policy by 
showing it to be in favor among the majority 
of the french people. By making the change, 
though it looks much like locking tte stable 
door after the horse is stolen, the way has 
been barred to tnese abuses in the future, 
but the small majority by which it was se- 
cured shows the Boulangerist combination 
isa formidable one, and it will require un- 
usual forésight and sagacity for M. Floquet 
to avoid the danyers which lie in his course. 
The future of the Republic ls by no means 
secured by this vote of confidence, Boulan- 
gerism is only checked, not suppressed. 


MB. KASSON’S TRIBUTE TO LINCOLN. 

Had Abraham Lincoln lived until today he 
would have been 80 years old. It was a 
happy thought, therefore, on the part of the 
La Salle Ciub to celebrate his birthday with 
appropriate exercises, and it is a memorial 
tribute to the great emancipator and distin- 
guished son of Iliinois which the club will do 
well to repeat on each recurring anniversary. 
The Union League Ciub has set an excellent 
example by annually celebrating Washing- 
ton’s Birthday and keeping alive and fresh 
the memori¢s of the Father of his Country. 
The La Salle Club has now inaugurated a 
similar custom for the Lincoln birthday, 
which if kept up will form one of the most 
pleasant events in the yearly record of 
the club and will be apt to attract 
to each anniversary exercise the best 
talent of the country, as well as to 
add to the existing stock of informa- 
tion concerning the hero who carried the 
Republic safely through the darkest hours 
of its existence. Local sentiment will also 
enhance the interest of these observances, 
for to the feeling of patriotism which at- 
taches to Lincoln from the National point of 
view there is added the local pride which 
binds. the people of this city and State 
still more closely to him. It was in Chicago 
that he was nominated for his high position? 
It was here that the greatest enthusiasm was 
displayed when he was made the standard- 
bearer of the Republican party. It is pecul- 
iarly fitting therefore that one of our repre- 
sentative clubs should take it upon itseif to 
commemorate his birthday with appropriate 
exercises of a public nature, and the success 
which characterized them not only warrants 
their repetition but emphasizes the sugges- 
tion of the orator of the occasion that the 
birthday of Lincoin should be made like that 
of Washington, a legal holiday. 

The selection of the Hon. John A. Kasson 
of Iowa as the orator of the day was ia every 
way fitting. His intimate acquaintance with 
Lincoln, his long experience in public affairs 
and knowledge of public men, the distin- 
guished part he has played in the councils 
of the Nation, his presence as a delevate in 
the convéntion of 1860, and his service as a 
member of the Committee on Resolutions, 
all combined to give assurance of a loving, 
truthful, discriminating, and scholarly trib- 
ute to the character of Lincoln. The large 
audience in attendance was not disappointed. 
The address was singularly happy in oring- 
ing out the prominent traits of Lincoln—his 
sublime patience and mercy, his keen analysis 
of political measures and principles, the mag- 
nanimity with which he used his power, his 
faith in the people, the devoutness of 
his nature, and his reference of every im- 
portant question to the unfailing standard 
of right and wrong. In bringing out and 
Ulustrating these qualities, as well as in the 
purely biographicai features of his sketch, 
few speakers have been happier or more elo- 
quentthan Mr. Kasson. The presence of the 
venerable Hannibal Hamlin upon the stage 
added to the interest of the occasion, and 
the adroit manner in which he declined to 
make a speech when called upon by the en- 
thusiastic audience was in itself a graceful 
tribute to the orator’s effort. The La Salle 
Club is to be congratulated upon the success 
of ite first Lincoin anniversary. 
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THE CHICAGO POST-OFFICE. 

It was hoped and expected that in the ap- 
propriations for the next year in the Post- 
Office Department a just regard would be 
shown for the phenomenal growth of Chica- 
go. The present indications are that Chica- 
zo is to be as ili-off im the future as it has 
been in the past, unless special pressure be 
brought to bear upon the committee and the 
House. In proportion to its growth and its 
needs Chicago is the worst served city in the 
world in postal facilities. There are nine- 
teen deliveries à day in New York. There 
are five in the small centre of Chicago which 
the Post-Office has marked out for that spe- 
cial attention. In every other portion of the 
city the deliveries are few and far between. 
Qver a considerable area the foot of the car- 
rier treads only twice a day. 7 

The local service has not been improved 
by the adinterim administration. Mr. New- 
berry would not be held to account for fail- 
ure in this had he not volunteered the as- 
surance that the defects would be remedied 
so far as speedy transfer of drop letters is 


|] concerned. He has caused time cards to be 


placed on all the boxes, and while this is a 
convenience for depositors, many of them 
learn from these cards for the first time that 
within a mile of the City-Hall letters are not 
collected later than 4 o’clock of any day. 
That this is an outrage will be conceded even 
by the fogies in Washington who are re- 
sponsible for its infliction. 

The tardy and seemingly reluctant recog- 
nition of the rights of Chicago in improved 
postal facilities is the more inequitabie be- 
cause the Chicago Post-Office earus more 
money for the department than that of any 
other city in the United States. Were the 
drop letter service what it ought to be the 
local mail would be doubled and trevied in 
twelve months. Citizens pay special mes- 
sengers now for doing the errands the Post- 
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for the necessary 
citizens to send letters at such a price by mail 
with an assurance that they will be delivered 
within a reasonable time. Asit is at present 
managed the Chicago postal machine gets a 
letter from one division of the city to another 
with as great rapidity as tne general postal 
machine carries one at the same price from 
Chicago to or from any city within an area 
of 300 miles. 


Ar the meeting of the members of the 
Joliet Sewage Committee one of them truth- 
fully said that Joliet was one of tne healthiest 
cities in the State. The records prove this, 


and the fact shows how empty is much of the 


complaint which has been made there about 
Chicago sewage creating sickness. As the 
records of tune State Board of Heaith show, 
it has been so far oxygenated by the ume it 
reaches Joliet that it is only under excepuonal 
circumstances that it is offensive. That tne 
gases evolved by the decomposing sewage 
are rapidly burned out by the oxygen of the 
air 18 proven by the low death rate. But 
with the dilution of 300,000 cubic feet a min- 
ute, nearly eight limes as great as that now 
furnished, the quality of the water flowing 
past Jolie: will be so good that not even those 
who stand upon the river bank or float 
upon its surface in a boat will be able to tell 
that it contains any impurities. It will be 
necessary to hire a chemist to learn that the 
water is not as pure as that which now comes 


to the Joliet people down the Desplaines in 


the freshet seasons. If Jollet will unite with 
Chicago to secure the passage of the Drain- 
age vill she will get what she has not known 
for years—perfectly pure-looking and pure- 
smeliing water. The Mayor of that city says 
the water was pure in 1856. It wasnot. The 
State was then pumping Chicago sewage into 
the canal, and the quality of the Joliet water 
got to be so bad that it became necessary to 
do more pumping, and later on to deepen the 
canal. The quality of the water improved 
for a time, but grew worse again when the 
Canal Commissioners alowed the canal to 
All up. With the deep and wide channel 
now proposed Joliet will be permanently 
freed from an annoyance of forty years’ 
standing. 


Packers aloag the line of the Missouri 
River are preparing’ for a united effort to 
prevent, if possible, the establishment of 
non-discriminative rates as between hogs 
ana hog products transported from that sec- 
tion to Chicago. They profess to view with 
alarm the proposal to be fair, claiming that 
such a policy would strike a serious blow at 
their business interests. This is tanta- 
mounttoan admission that their packing 
plants Were established on a direct under- 
standing that the proprietors should be 
favored in the matter of rates, and that they 
are existing only by virtue of arrangements 
which are notoriously unjust to their com- 
petitors in this city. Of course it 
wil be understood that this claim 
is equaliy unfar with the rates 
which they wish to perpetuate. If the same 
figures per 100 pounds were oharged on the 
two classes of freight the Western men 
would still nave the advantage of saving on 
28 per cent, that being the average weight of 
the offai, which is of comparatively little 
value, and was to within a short time 
ago regarded as worthiess. It is dif- 
ficult to see how they can hope to obtain 
sympathy from outside, or an indorse- 
ment of their claims by the commission, to 
which they propose to appeal, seeing that in 
the case of dressed beef versus live cattle 
shipped East from Chicago the Chairman of 
that commission has decided the other 
way. The probability is that if the 
Western men insist on their point, in- 
stead of yielding it gracefully, the aggrieved 
ones will ask for more than they originally 
intended to demand. They will pleaa that 
the dressed beef ruling shall extend to the 
other case, and that, instead of paying a 
premium, the live animal shall be carried at 
a discount from the tariff on the product. 
This would be turning tne tables with a 


vengeance, placing the Missouri River men 


at about the same disadvantage as that un- 
der which those in Chicago have labored for 
several years past. It may not be amiss to 
suggest to them the Faistaffian idea that dis- 
cretion is the better part of vaior, and that

Chicago has been 
ready at all times to make the canal as valu- 
able as a drainage channel as it was meant 
to be. She has been ready to raise the 
bridges over thé canal and build its banks 
higher, so that more water might be pumped 
into it. She has been ready to put up tem- 
porary engines near Summit and pump from 
the canal into the Desplaines, so that full ad- 
vantage might be taken of the greater width 
of the canal between that point and this city. 
But she has been allowed to do nothing, her 
hands have been tied, and she has been com- 
pelled to stand idly by while the waters with- 
in her limits became more and more polluted.

A PINCH IN MAY WHEAT, 


It Causes @ Slight Flarry in Wall Street 
This Afternoon. 

New Tonk, Feb. 12.—[Special.}|—There 
was a flurry in the Produce Exchange today, 
due largely tothe pinch in May wheat in 
Chicago. Prices went up 1% to 2%, making 
a rise of nearly five cents in two days. It 
WAs @ veritable round upof the beurs, and 
they had to climb high to get out of their 
predicament. Chicago pitched the key and 
left New York ut a discount of 74¢ cents. 
The bull points were the closeness of the mar- 
ket to an export basis, the behef that the 
rank and file of operators have sold them- 
selves into a bad fix, the big prices current 
in the Northwest and the steady demand 
from miillers at such prices, the shoxtage of 
the crop in the country, a deficiency abroad, 
the reduction of about 700,000 bushels a week 
in the visible supply for five weeks past, even 
without any important export business on 
the Atiantic seaboard, and finally the power- 
ful interests 1 bull deal, the idea 
being that $40,000, is bulling 8,500,000 
bushels of wheat in Chicago. 

The. cables today were strong or higher. 
Wall street houses bought freely. Some En- 
glisu houses bought. Otber foreign houses 
sold. Jones, Kennott & Hopkins were buy- 
ers. Clark bought and sold heavily. The 
sharp advance is understood to have 
brought out oousiderable long wheat. 
Sabatier & Thoron had 1 dis- 
patch from Paris which read. Wheat 
Weexpect a gradual and 
persistent advance.” 

The New York market did not show as 
strong an advance as the Chicago market. 
While it is generally 8 or 10 cents above 
Chicago, it was 6%c below at one time today. 
The reason of this was the presence of heavy 
stocks in New York, while che Chicago stock 
was light. 

Although there was a heavy business 
done on the Produce Exchange and prices 
changed rapidly, no failures were reported. 
The margins were well kept up, and, as the 
pinch had been expected, no trouble ensued. 
There were a number of investors who 
thought that May wheat would go higher, 
and the excitement was over in a short time. 
There were, however, a good many bears 
who did not believe the signs of the last few 
days and hed sold short. They madearush 
to cover, aad succeeded without driving the 
price far into the air. 


The Bear Contingent Forces Prices Down to 
the Lowest Figure Since 1878. 


New Lon, Feb. 12.—[Special.j—Another 


drive at C., B. & Q. was made today by the 
bear contingent. The price was depressed 
per cent to 14, the lowest figure 
touched since the spring of 1878, and Illinois 
Central on a few transactions fell 34. Rock 
Island, St. Paul, and Northwestern, the last 
named being subjected to particular ham- 
mering, were attacked coincident with re- 
ports from Chicago that the Inter-State As- 
sociation would certainly fall through. The 
deciine in these was nearly 2 per cent, and 
the general list sympathized to the extent 
of about % on an ave Atter 1 
o'clock the whole market was weak, but 
traders thas it stood up remarkably 
well against the demoralization in the 
Grangers.

He went 
back to 1871 in his dissertation on Chicago 
sewage. He had his barr on the side of 
the canal, and at one time he watered his 
horses out of it, but it got so bad it was 
not oniy unfit to drink, but was so 
greasy that it would not put outa fire. After 
the great fire in Chicago the water became 
purer, and for nearly a year fish swam up 
and down and the people of Joliet were 
heppy—but not over the loss of Chicago. 
When the Chicago pumps started up, how- 
ever, the water became worse than 


it was before. Chicago, he said, could 


no longer stand its own nuisance, and she 
wanted to run it down upon the peopie in the 
Ilinou Valley. The people had never asked 
for a ship canal, although it had been offered 
them. The upper basin was 4,000 feet 
long and 300 wide, and soundings 
taken had demonstrated that there had 
been, in a little less than two years, 
an enormous amount of filth deposited 
therein. It was not water that was being 
sent down upon the valley people. When 
the water reached the Rush street bridge it 
was sewage, and it was related that when a 
man fell in at the Stock-Yards he was dead 
before he 
thought New York State, instead of execut- 
ing, its criminals by electricity, should get 
Cnhieago sewage, as it would kill them about 
as quick. What Chicago offered did not re- 
lieve them, but it did relieve Chica- 
go, and the 600,000 cubic feet per 
minute would leave the water just as 
filthy as it was now. The scum upon the 
lake at Joliet, whic came from Chicago 
sewage, was so thick that a boat could hard- 
ly be rowed tnroughit. He therefore saw 
nothing in the hall that would do them any 
good.

ing them, Mayor Paige said that probably 
they had come to enlighten them upon the 
measure, and he took his seat. The Chair 
called upon the Chicago gentlemen to 
address the meeting and Mr. Meyer said 
he was not prepared to speak, as he was suf- 
fering from a severe cold, and he did not 
know what explanation he could make of 
the bill. There would be no hasty action 
upon the measure, and everything wouid be 
done to see that the rights of prop- 
erty were protected. They did not 
want to run over anybody rough 
shod, and he hoped they would come before 
the House in tie morning and discuss the 
bill ia all fairness. Mr. Crafts said the bill 
had been drafted by Representatives of Chi- 
cago, Joliet, and Peoria, and it showed what 
they wanted.

Mr. Ross of La Salle said the valley people 
were opposed to the bill in every particular 
and would work for its death. There was no 
need of being two-faced about it. He was 
rejoiced to know Joliet had adopted a good 
system for the disposition of her sewage, and 
instead of trying now to secure an outlet for 
Chicago they should be looking to the pro- 
hibition of the plan of cities and towns 
using the rivers for the carrying away of 
their sewage. The immense amount of wa- 
ter which it was intended to send down the 
canal would overflow a great quantity of 
land. They had been told that those who were 
drowned out could have a remedy in court, 
but he fancied it would be a long time before 
the owner of eighty acres damaged by over- 
fiow could obtain relief by the slow 
process of the courts. Mr. Mooney asserted 
that it was a condition, and not a theory, 
that confronted them. He loved Chicago for 
ite dash and bravery and for the fact, us al- 
leged, that it had gotten the valley people 
into a bole, or into the “soup,” 
as the gentleman from Joliet had 
expressed it. Mr. Green of Cairo declared 
that he represented a little city that would 
have to drink the healthy compound that 
came down from Chicago.

| JOLIET AND THE DRAINAGE BILL. 


Resolutions Favoring It Adopted at a Mass- 
Meeting: 

Jour, III., Feb. 12.— [Special. -A mass- 
meeting tonight of the citizens of Joliet, at- 
tended largely by leading taxpayers, adopted 
the following resolutions regarding the 
Drainage bill: 

. WHEREAS, There has been a Dill presented to 
the Thirty-stxth Generel Assembly by the com- 
mission appointed by the last General Assembly 
to consider the most feasible and practicable 
"= of disposing of the sewage of Chicago; and, 
HEREAS, Said commission has, in our opin- 
ion, considered the interests of all concerned 
and protected the same in the framing of the 
bill, both as te the health of the people and the 
protection of property liable to be damaged; 
therefore, be it 

Resolved, By the people of Joliet assembled in 
mass convention, that they favor said bill and 
recommend the passage of the same, and that 
this resolution be forwarded to the members of 
this, the Fifteenth District, recommending the 
insertion of the following amendmehts: Amend 
Sec. 21 by striking out after the word rivers on 
line 18 of the printed bill “from the point 
where such channel shall empty directly 
into either one of said . rivers.” Also 
amend Sec. dy inserting after 
the word limits”’ in lime 2 and within the 
same county,“ also after the word “into” in 
line 10, by inserting any channel constructed 
within the limits of such county wherein such 
districts are located,“ and after the word “ co- 
operating” in line 13, providing nothing in this 
act shall in any wise be so constructed as to di- 
minish, impair, or remove any right or rights of 
cities, villages, townships, corporations, body 
politic, or individuals situated on the Desplaines 
and Illinois Rivers and their tributaries and 
within the valleys of the same to use said chan- 
nei or watercourse for drainage or any other pur- 
pose.“ 

After a thorough discussion of the sections 
of ube bill the resoluwon was adopted almost 
unanimously, only George H. Munroe, John 
Lambert, George M. Campbell, Arthur Hays, 
and J. C. Morgan voting against it. These 
are strictly Mayor Paige’s adherents. Mayor 
Paige’s committee, appointed by the council 
of Aldermen and citizens, was severely re- 
buked for going to Springfield today in the 
face of the pubiished call for the meeting for 
the purpose of lobbying against the bill in the 
name of the people. 


AN ITALIAN’S DREADFUL AIM. 


Ferdinando Vecchione Fires at a Supposed 
Burglar. 

Peter Rooney, W years old and a blacksmith 
by trade, was shot and probably fatally injured 
last night la a blacksmith shop at No. 228 West 
Polk street. The shooting was done by Ferdi- 
nando Vecchione, an Italian, the proprietor of 
the shop. Someone told him there was a man 
in his shop. He grabbed his pistol and started 
for the shop and saw a man climbing out through 
the window. He fired five times.

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DEFRAUDING UNCLE SAM. 


MORE ABOUT THE CORRUPTION IN 
THE NEW YORK CUSTOM-HOUSE. 


— 


Fraudulent Damage Allowances on Goods 
That Are Perfectiy Sound—Various 
Ways in Which the New York Import- 
ers Manage to Cheat the Government— 
Acting Appraiser Stearns’ Efforts to 
Bring About a Better State of Things. 


New York, Feb. 12.—([Special.|—The Zven- 
ing Post is a littie nervous on the subject of 
frauds in the Appraiser’s Office at this port. 
It was compelled yesterday to admit that one 
of its charges against Mr. Byrne was false. 
It says: “The ning J’ost’s information as 
to Byrne’s employment in the skating rink 
was obtained from a source that we consid- 
ered good, but it now appears to have been 
ereonegus.“ Before the discussion of the 
subject of frauds at the Avpraiser’s office 
here is concluded the J’ost will find it neces- 
sary, I predict, to establish at its office a 
bureau of retractions—that is to say, if, as is 
probable, it is relying upon the sugar im- 
porters, the sugar brokers, and the Shearers 
and McMullen for its information. The 
Post gives evidence every day of its close 
relations with Mr. James Burt, the broker 
for Havemeyer & Elder. For example, 
Mr. Burt, it seems, has sued the Boston Ad- 
vertiser for libel, under the advice of the Post, 
and the Post in its capacity of counsel hopes 
its client (Burt) will push it home, It more- 
over warns Burt of the danger of delay, 
since it facetiousiy remarks that the Adver- 
tiser has not been sold now for some months, 
but it may be sold again any day. If I were 
disposed to be Pe sold I might observe that 


the Post is being sold daily by the sugar 
ring and the ring ot removed officials, who 
are stuffing its columns with frantic asser- 
tions of their inmocence.

THE “ POST” THROWING DUST.

The employés 
of the Appraiser’s office at this port have not 
a tife tenure of office, and the Secretary of 
the Treasury has a right to cut off tneir offi- 
cial heads for mere inefficiency. That the 
Shearers were inefficient was proved every 
day by Dr. Leary’s polariscope tests, 
which drew from a single member 
of the ring of sugar importers $500 
more in duties every day than the Shearers’ 
tests yielded—thia on the evidence of the 
man himself—James Burt. When the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury was convinced that 
the sugar tests in New York were too low it 
was his duty to discharge Shearer, who 
made them too low, and so permit the 
sugar importers, clients of Burt, to walk off 
with a share of the revenue due the Govern- 
ment, The Zvening fost is anxious that the 
Government should make u tremendous ef- 
fort in the courts to recover stolen money on 
tests of sugar that is no longer in its hands, 
on sugar that bas gone into consumption. 


A STRONG IMPULSE OF COMMON SENSE.

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EDMUND YATES’ BUDGET OF GOSSIP. 


Various Matters That Are Interesting to 

N London People. 

[New York Tribune Cable.) 

LONDON, Feb. 11.—There have been so many 
versions of the circumstances under whicn 
the Crown Prince of Austria died it is need- 
less to add another. But I believe the true 
story to be that the Emperor, Empress, and 
Crown Princess were exasperated beyond 
endurance at an intrigue which had been dis- 
covered between him and one of the ladies 
of the court. They informed him after a 
most painful ana stormy interview that his 
couduct was so infamous they had deter- 
mined to appeal to the Pope for a de- 
cree and would never forgive or see. him 
again. The Crown Prince went to Mey- 
erling. The fatal evening, after spending 
some hours drinking and singing with 
Count Hoyos and tne cabman Brahful, he 
sent them away, making arrangements for 
Count Hoyos to shoot with him in the morn- 
ing. After they left him the Crown Prince 
left the house and went to the cottage of the 
gamekeeper, who had a remarkably pretty 
wife. The gamekeeper was out, but returned 
before the Prince had left. The latter hear- 
ing the husband return escaped through a 
window. The husband, seeing a man leave 
his wife’s room, fired a shot at the Prince, 
not knowing who it was. The Prince, badly 
hit and bieeding, limped back to the chateau. 
Maddened with pain, drink, and despair he 
locked. himself in his room and there shot 
himself. Ihave the best authority for say- 
ing this is the true account. 

THE CASE OF THE BISHOP OF LINCOLN. 

The proceedings against the Bishop of Lin- 
coln, which will begin at Lambeth Tuesday, 
are as unpopular and little wished for by the 
moderate church party as by the most ardent 
ritualists. It is a cause of great dismay and 
regret among all churchmen that the Arch- 
bishop has not seen bis way clear to stop the 
proceedings. The Archoishop, I believe, 
justifies the course he is adopting on the 
grounds that he is representing the feelings 
of the Church of Englana.

Having done so and 
made a protest, he will leave the case to be 
ar ned by counsel. It is possible the Bishop 
of Lincoln will appeur in his episcopal vest- 
ments and wearing a mitre. Anyway, Bishop 
King is sure to make a strong impression on 
the Judge not only by his great learning and 
the authorities he will produce but by his ex- 
treme saintliness and depth of conviction, 
which will make him consent to any sacrifice 
or accept any punishment sooner than give 
up one point of those he contends for. The 
petitioners are to be represented by Sir Hor- 
ace Davey, the Bishop by Sir Walter Philli- 
more and Mr. Jeune.

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MR. LINCOLN’S MEMORY FOR FRIENDS. 

A Hitherto Unpublished Anecdote of the 
Martyred President's Kindness. 

Sue.srvuse, I., Feb. 10.—[Snecial.]— 
Stories are always in order about Abraham 
Lincoln, more especially at this season of the 
year, when his birthday anniversary is pear. 
The one which follows has neyer before ap- 
peared in print: 

In the early fifties, when the marvelous 
future of Mr. Lincoln was perhaps as little 
dreamed of by himself 
friends, he practiced law in the courts here. 
The late Gen, Wüliam F. Thornton was per- 
haps the most widely known and influential 
man in Central Illinois. He was a Kentuck- 
ian of the old-fashioned, hospitable sort, and 
from time to time all the celebrities of that 
day were entertained at the Thornton man- 
sion, among them Mr. Lincoln and his great 
opponent, Mr. Douglas, Judge Anthony 
Thornton, a nephew of the General, often 
met Mr. Lincoln there, and, though political- 
ly opposed to him, was a great admirer ot 
rr personally and became intimate with 

m. 


One of Gen. Thornton’s daughters married 
a Texas planter named Marshall Bayse, and 
when the war between the North and South 


- occurred two of the latter’s sons—Neff ana 


Newton Bayse—es the cause of their 
section and went into the Confederate army. 
Io the latter part of 1868 both of the boys 
were captured by the Federals and sent 
North as prisoners of war. Out of money 
and ** of clothing the two felt the rigors 
of a Northern climate, and communicated 
with their grandfather, asking him for as- 
sistance, which ne was anxious to render.

Addressing himseif to the stern Secretary 
of War, Mr. Lincoln said: 

„Mr. Stanton, you need give yourself no 
trouble in 1egard to this matter; I will settle 
it“; and, turning to Usher, he continued: 
“T knew those boys when they were not 
more than knee high.”” Then, turning to the 
table, he picked up a blank card and wrote 
something like this: . 

To the Commandant of Any Military Prison to 
Whom This May Be Presented: Permit the bear- 
er, Tom or Will Thornton, to visit any military 
prison in the United States and do for his friends 
whatever his good judgment may dictate. 

A. LINCOLN. 

Handing this to the Secretary, he said; 
“Send this to Judge Thornton with my com- 
pliments.”’ 

A few days later the Bayse boys were vis- 
ited and their wants supplied so far as money 
would do it, and from that day until his death 
Gen. Thornton would brook no criticism in 
his presence of Mr. Lincoin or his policy.
